Captain GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Warden, Common- 
wealth of Puerto Rico Stat e Penitentiary, Rio Pledras, Puerto 
Rico, advised SA l b n October 29, 1956, that ALBIZU 

continues to be confined in the hospital ward of that peni- 
tentiary. According to DELGADO, ALBIZU has a private room 
which has all the necessary hospital equipment for caring 
for him. He stated that ALBIZU is cored for by two prisoners 
who have received some nursing training. ALBIZU is under 
24-hour care by these prison nurses, and is also under con- 
stant observation by prison guards, according to DELGADO. 

The September 4, 1956, issue of "El Mundo," San 
Juan Spanish-language daily newspaper, on page 22, column 7, 
reflects the following under the caption "Munoz States That 
There is No Thought of Pardoning Albizu Compos" : 

"Attorney PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, President of 
the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, will have 
to serve all the sentences imposed on him, since, 
according to the remarks of Governor MUNOZ MARIN 
at his press conference on last Saturday, the 
latter is not thinking of pardoning him again. 
Approximately two years ago the Governor pardoned 
the Nationalist leader while the latter was 
serving a sentence in La Princesa . 
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"In the opinion of the Governor , ALBIZU 
CAMPOS Is receiving all the treatment humanly 
possible and the doctors who are attending him 
are very solicitous about his health. 

"We asked the Governor on Saturday whether 
he had considered another pardon for the Nationalist 
leader because of his delicate state of health. 

MUNOZ confined himself to saying 'No. The 
Commonwealth has not considered such a thing.'" 

On October 26, 1956, Superintendent of Police 
RAMON TORRES BRASCHI, POPR, furnished the following infor- 
mfitlnn during a conversation with SAC CARROLL DOYLE and SA 


TORRES stated that during a recent discussion he 
had with JOSE TRIAS MONGE, Attorney General, Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico, TRIAS pointed out there is a strong possi- 
bility that after the November 6, 1956, elections, he, 
TRIAS, will recommend that the prison sentences of PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS be commuted. TORRES stated that in any event 
there is no doubt ALBIZU will be removed from the peniten- 
tiary upon an y indication that he is in critical condition 
and might die.

B . MEMBERSHIP 

I. ABSENCE OP FORMAL MEANS OF IDENTIFICATION 

No information has been received from any source in- 
dicating the issuance of membership cards or maintenance of 
membership lists by the NPPR in Puerto Rico at any time sub- 
sequent to the Nationalist uprising of October 30., 1950. No 
master list of members was recovered by the POPR in searches 
of NPPR Headquarters and homes of prominent Nationalists during 
November, 1950. The NPPR Constitution in effect at the time 
of the Nationalist uprising fails to state requirements for 
membership in the NPPR or to define membership. The sworn 
statement of the then Secretary -General of the NPPR made to 
Commonwealth authorities in November, 1950, reveals that it 
was not necessary for a person to take an oath of membership 
in order to attain a high rank in the NPPR.

II. CRITERIA FOR CONSIDERATION AS NPPR .ADHERENT 


Person has had membership or participation in the 
NPPR within the last five years, which would include activity 
such as: 

a. Contributing or collecting money for the NPPR. 

b. Conducting propaganda in some form on behalf 
of the NPPR. 

c. Providing or attempting to secure weapons and/ 
or discussions or plans for future violence. 

d. Other efforts or cooperation to further the 
NPPR aims. 

e. Professing or admitting adherence to the Party 
beliefs and principles. 

III. CURRENT NPPR ADHERENTS IN PUERTO RICO 


The list of current Nationalist adherents set forth 
in this sub-section has been compiled from reports of activity 
or statements made by persons indicating their belief, colla- 
boration or sympathy in NPPR aims and policies. The majority 
of reports used as a basis for this compilation were received 
from informants who have furnished reliable information in the 
past, from interviews with Nationalists, and from the POPR. 

It should be noted that not all of these persons have par- 
ticipated In activities in furtherance:., of NPPR ideals and 
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aims during the current period. 


The districts referred to in the list below are the 
seven senatorial districts in Puerto Rico which were used by 
the NPPR as the framework for its organization prior to the 
October 30, 1950, uprising when the Party was last reported 
to be functioning in an organized fashion.

'Although that petition was published, 1 
say the mothers of Jayuya, 'and even received very 
well by those who claimed to be the object of the mis- 
behavior of those boys, the Governor did not answer 
our petition, 1 and they add that, 'we have been very 
happy since May 24 of this year, when the Governor 
announced his decision to pardon the political prisoners 
who are brought together by conditions that he himself 
has stipulated and which precisely are the ones that 
our sons have fulfilled, but now we are sad once more 
because the hope of having these boys at our side is 
waning. '

Information available concerning NATIONALIST PARTY OF 
PUERTO RICO (NPPR) titular head FEDRO ALBIhU CAMPOS during the 
past week reflects no change in his physical or mental condi- 
tion* He continues in confinement at a local hospital. 


According to official sources, the Governor of Puerto 
Rico may give consideration to doing whatever may be ethically 
possible to aid in obtaining an unconditional pardon for GONZALO 
LEERON S0T01IAY0R*. 

A One-time leader of the NFER Junta in Chicago, who was 
a witness for the prosecution during Seditious Cons- 
piracy trials in New York, and Law 53 of 1948 trials 
in Puerto Rico, following the 3/1/54 NPIR attack on 
Congress, As a result of the New York trial, in 
which he was one of the individuals indicted, he was 
sentenced to six years, suspended, and five years pro- 
bation. 

In the same trial, his sister, LOLITA LEERON, self- 
styled leader of the four-member EPPR group which 
engaged in the 3/1/54 attack on Congress (for which 
she received a 16- to 25-year sentence ) was sentenced 
to six years on the Seditious Conspiracy charge, con- 
secutive to her previous sentence. 

In this connection, GONZALO LEERON directed a ten-page 
letter to the Governor in June of this year. In his letter he

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described his activities in Chicago as NHR leader, and the con- 
siderations which caused him to ’'rebel" against the NPIR and tes- 
tify against his former companions. He also described the role 
played by his sister, LOLITA, in the attack on the House of 
Representatives, and her subsequent repentance, and exemplary 
conduct in prison. 

In his letter, LEERON asked the Governor to intercede 
for him in the possible restoration of his civil rights, and in 
securing a pardon for his sister, LOLITA.

"In 1936 he was charged together with eight other patriots by 
a United States court in Puerto Rico with ’conspiring to overthrow the 
Government of the United states In Juerto Rico by force, 1 and sentenced 
to t«^ years in prison in the penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia. 

"OAE.I. LA U.1TT: L, the great poet, wrote at this time to the 
judge who presided over the trial! ’The personality of the inert o Rioans 
who have been tried corresponds, in moral category and in civic signifi- 
cance, to Gan Hart in, vDKiggins, or Arti&aa in the countries of south 
America. The heroio and unhappy intent in the same, so are their 
spirits.* 


"Bubsequeatly the same poet wrote to. Dr. H -U I.MO fh\GDALEHO of 
HexlOOS *1 made e trip to Atlinta expressly to visit BIhU. The 
penitentiary informed ms over the telephone that the only visitors who 
oould.be admitted were members of the prisoner’s family. And I did not 
get to see him, HagdslenoJ I only looked with sadness on the great 
mass of that penitentiary where we have our first ruerto Rican, and per-

IfAODAmiO wroto of aLT>L:u GA’ACS as. follows in 1939: 'Like 

Host os, he is unblemished and is as poor as a hermit. He belongs to the 
same family as Hartl, Hontalvo, and Acoste. A great possibility exists 
that he will never come into power, and that he will fall some day, a 
sacrifice to his ideal, never to rise again.* 
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"In 19^2, Dp, . J.FHEDO L. Palacios, Senator and professor of 
the University of Argentine, wrote to President RC03 asking for the 
liberation of ALBI/IT CJ/w-J'CG and his oempanionsi •The liberation of the 
hero through direst intervention oa the pert of the resident of the 
United States .*• will reecho Jubilantly throughout panish-American 
countries. * 

w AL3iaj CAluc; was released from imprisonment at the r-oiut of 
death, under orders oonfiniuc, him to the City of New York until 1947, On 
JUne 3» 1943* after seven years of imprisonment. He spent two and one- 
half years in Columbus Hospital, He returned to iuorto iiioo on Decem- 
ber 15, 1947, after courteously refusing invitations from Mexico and 
Cuba to reside in those countries, beoauee, he said, Puerto «ioo is go- 
ing through the most difficult times in its history, ^nd oannot be with- 
out leadership, * 

"He wee taken prisoner in November of 1950, during the revolu- 
tion in Puerto Rico, Because of the world-wide demand for his libera- 
tion, he was pardoned on September 29, 1953* In Parch of 1954, his 
pardon was revoked by executive order and he was Incarcerated, to continue 
serving the sentences Imposed prior to the pardon which total more than 
79 years. Prior to beirv pardoned he had officially been declared 
"crazy," because he alleged he was be in?': attacked by radio-active waves

On the 13 th of the sane month she was 
adftsed verbally: ’.ve have consulted fleahingto^, and they have decided 

tniy eannot give you a visa, in accordance with Xnalgratlon laws; for 
this reason we eannot rive you a visa.* 

'Ur a. AtBlJ.: . . 0 : Is stateless beeause her United tatss citi- 

zenship, which she aequirod through marriage, was eanoolled. In view of 
her husband’s sOrlous condition, lira. AL3LJJ wrote to the Consulate on 
hovaraber 6 , 1956, eono arr.ing her request. The Consul then told her ver- 
bally: ’The situation is tho sane, we cannot give you c visa, Uhe aaked: 
’ liy?’ The Consul replied: "This is in accordance with Immigration 

laws,* ’But what specific reason,* she asked, ’You know why,* he said, 

".?hen he said, ’you,’ using the plural four., or the word, the 
writer, who had aooompnniocl lira, albizu on her trips to the Consulate, 
felt that he was being alluded to, and said, *We do not know on what you 
base your refusal, ?. f e do know that many individuals who have requested 
visas have been given the reason for the refusal, According to the 
law, many reasons can be adduced, Ahat is the speeifio reason in 
this case?" The Consul replied, ’You (plural) know it,’ ’Then,* the 
writer replied, 'we must eomsider that it Ms to do with a continuation 
of persecution in foreign countries against all inert 0 Alcana who defend 
the independence of their fatherland. It may be the same reason which 
has prevented me, also, from returning to my fatherland for the lest 
twenty years, he therefore do not understand how it can be said that 
the independence of Hungary is being defended. Is it that your Govern- 
ment does not want to issue the viea?* The Consul replied, ’Yes, It 
does not want.to,’

Trends 


The following information has been received during the 
past two weeks from sources who have furnished reliable information 
in the past and from other sources whose reliability has not as yet 
been determined. 

There has been very little NPER activity due to the 
holidays. One source in the Arecibo area stated that he had not 
been aware of any NPPR activities during the past few days, that 
there was little political activity of any kind, and that indivi- 
duals were all engaged in celebrating the holidays. 

One individual, a former NPPR member at Ponce, has ad- 
vised that he is now a member of the PART IDO INDEFENDENTISTA 
FU3RTORRIQUEKO (Independence Party of Puerto Rico) - PIP, as are 
many of the men he formerly knew as members of the NPPR. It was 
his opinion that so far as the NPPR itself is concerned, it no 
longer exists as such. He stated, however, that the idea of in- 
dependence for Puerto Rico has not disappeared; that it is just 
as strong as ever, and is being nurtured through the PIP, which 
does not advocate violence. 

Another source at Ponce, Puerto Rico stated that no acti- 
vity of any kind which could be attributed to the NFPR as such 
had taken place during the past weeks. He stated he believes 
the people who formerly felt that Puerto Rico should be independ- 
ent have, for the most part, not changed their ideas, but have 
matured in their thinking and are inactive at the present time. 

He stated that there is no open profession of force and violence

Reference is made to the Weekly Intelligence Summary 
dated November 21, 1956, in which it was stated that U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge CLEi-.QSNTE RUIZ KAZARIO had continued the San Juan 
Smith Act trial to February 11, 1957 > and the pre-trial conferences 
to January 28, 1957* At that time Judge RUIZ stated that he 
would not commence the San Juan Smith Act trial until cases on 
appeal before the Supreme Court of the United States concerning 
the ’’clear and present danger” question had been decided by that 
Court. 


In this connection, indications are that Judge RUIZ 
will indefinitely postpone the Smith Act trial unless the Supreme 
Court of the United States hands down decisions in connection 
with the Smith Act cases now on appeal before that body prior to 
the scheduled trial date. He is expected to make a public 
announcement concerning this matter on January 28, 1957, the 
date of the presently scheduled pre-trial hearings.

ANALYSIS OF THE 1956 ELECTIONS 
December 10, 1956 

This is a ten-page mimeographed pamphlet, which as its 
title suggests, reviews the November 6, 1956, general elec- 
tions. It comments on the increase of "votes in favor of 
the Statehood Party from 85,5^1 in 1952, to 172,211 in 1956; 
on the loss of votes by the Independence Party from 126,228 
in 1952, to 86,101 in 1956; and on the increase in votes 
for the Popular Democratic Party from 429,3-64 to 430,172. 

Ko comment is made concerning votes polled by the Communist 
candidates. 

The pamphlet states that the results of the elections reflect 
an inclination on the part of the masses towards maintenance 
of a permanent union with the United States and that within 
that general inclination, the growth of the sentiment of 
permanent union with the United States, by means of the 
false formula of statehood, is also a notable foct. It 
asserts that "the intense campaign of the PCP was based on 
the recognition that what characterizes the political situa- 
tion is a profound anti-colonial sentiment, and not orienta- 
tion of the masses toward the correct solution of the poli- 
tical status, which is the attainment of independence," 

The article states: "The principal political premise 

established by our party in the resolution approved in the 
Cabo Rojo meeting held on July 20, 1956, was not affected 
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by the results of the elections. In this resolution our 
party established that, ’One of the principal traits which 
characterizes the political situation in Puerto Rico is the 
existence of a wide anti-colonial sentiment which is ex- 
pressed in all of the political parties in varying degrees 
and forms , 1 " 

It then states that the results of the elections show that 
the people are oriented towards permanent union, on a false 
basis, with the United States. They have also expressed 
an inclination toward the false formula of statehood, to 
resolve the colonial problem; and that through the results 
of the election it can also be seen that the principal 
political current is toward reformism. It is pointed out 
that the majority of the people do not know the economic, 
social, and cultural significance of independence; that in 
this' connection, the parties which work for independence, 
i.e«, the Independence Party, the Nationalist party and 
the POP, have been negligent , "We feel that the way to 
contribute to this (independence) would be for the Inde- 
pendence Party to continue its fundamental electoral fight, 
renew the principles of the Pro-Independence Congress, thus 
opening the doors of the Independence party to all political, 
labor and social groups which desire independence." 

The pamphlet asserts that the participation of the POP in 
the electoral campaign was planned for the purpose of 
dramatizing the disparity in the labor and popular represent- 
ation in the legislature, to popularize a minimum electoral * 
program, "publicize PCP policies in connection with economic, 
political and '■social matters, ratify once more PCP respect 
for democracy, thus counter -acting the vile campaign which 
attempts to identify us as partisans of force and violence, 
dramatizing the anti-democratic character of many of the 
aspects of the electoral law, for the masses to become 
acquainted with our principal leaders, and to demonstrate 
the anti-democratic content of the U. S. Smith Act and of 
the process which is being conducted against the eleven 
Communist and ex-Communist leaders in Federal Court," 

The pamphlet closes by stating that to the fundamental 
slogan of the Party, which is, "Against Colonialism, 


TIWTTlinilTTftT 
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For Independence and Peace," should be added the further 
slogan of, "More Bread, More Land, More Liberty," 

B. RESOLUTION OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE POP 
IN CONNECTION WITH EVENTS IN HUNGARY 

This is a three-page mimeographed pamphlet which states 
that the Central Committee of the PCP is "profoundly appre- 
hensive over the shedding of blood and the destruction which 
has taken place" in Hungary, "We ratify our policy in favor 
of non-intervention. We are against intervention by any 
country in the internal affairs of another. The international 
situation at the present time is characterized ,,, by the 
great advances and notable attainments of th6 struggle of 
the people for the preservation of peace, the rapid develop- 
ment of socialism, and the struggle for the national libera- 
tion of colonial and dependent countries, It is not 

possible to conclude that the development 'of events in Hungary 
justified Soviet intervention, ,,, We, the Puerto Rican 
Communists, once more ,,, reaffirm our conviction that it is 
imperative that -we put an end to military blocs, eliminate 
military bases in foreign countries, put a definite end to 
intervention in the internal affairs of other countries, 
liberate colonial countries, (and strive for) peaceful 
coexistence and commercial and cultural interchange on a 
basis of equality among nations."

A report is given below of the activities of the Nation- 
alist and Communist Parties in Puerto Rico at the end of the 
month of October and during the month of November 1956.
